» Madrad, Mey N71 have aiteadg inforimed 
you that, on the motion ofcount Toreno,s spe- 
clal Commission has been named, to propose 
the meent of terminating the difference be- 
tween Spain and America. In this commission 
[ bave the pleasure of beering e part, aud am 
pot without hope ef seeing its objecis fuifilied. 
There hate been several private meetings ef 
the Americua deputies;etid all agree in the ne- 
cessery of according distinct legisiatures to the 
‘rans Atlantic dum:nioas, reserving tbe execa- 
tive power to the kieg, and rendering the ad- 
ministretion of justice independent. We have 
» wrong party among the deputies for the home 
provinces, who give us their support ; but they 
require that the Infantas of Spain should as 
sure the regency of the countries in question. 
A similar iden is entertained by the Mexican 
deputies. Et is not going too far also to say 
that the king end the ministers in some degree 
espouse our cause. ‘T'hosc who hare held the 
bigb office of viee roy, and other commands in 
America, have been consulted ;and they accord 
in the general ezpedieocy of granting our cluim. 
Felice, the minister for the Uitramarine provin 
ces, has hed several interviews with the king 
on the subject. Yesterday all the ministers 
went Up to communicate with him; and we 
heve the satisfaction of learning the expression 
of the king’s apicion, that the time is arrived 
when the question may with propriety be enter- 
tsined. Last night the cummission assembled 
for the first time. ‘The ministers were present ; 
«ud ro important was the uffair cousidered, 
‘hat nearly half the members of the Cortes, st 
‘ended, although a sitting of that assembly was 
then being heid, After much debate we voted 
unaaimously,as the Árst buaig; that there shouid 
be legielative bodies io America.

Caraguenians: Your emigretion is « mani- 
fest offence to the Spanish government which 
yoe think to flatter.
